In  compliance  with  the  requirement?  of  Chapter  iv.  of  the 
ordinances,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  respectfully

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Chapter  iv.  of  the 
ordinances,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  respectfully 
presents  the  fifty-first  quarterly  report  of  the  expenditures 
by  the  several  departments  under  his  direction  and  control, 
with  statements  of  work  ordered  and  the  condition  and  cost 
of  same,  for  the  quarter  ending  September  30,  1896 : 

WATER  WORKS. 

The  Corliss  engine,  located  at  the  Hope  Pumping  Station, 
having  become  so  expensive  for  pumping  water,  it  was 
deemed  best  to  invite  several  builders  of  pumping  engines 
to  submit  prices  for  furnishing  a  new  high-duty  pumping 
engine,  to  be  erected  substantially  in  the  same  place  now 
occupied  by  the  Corliss  engine.  The  proposition  of  the 
Holly  Manufacturing  Company,  of  Lockport,  N.  Y.,  to  fur- 
nish, complete  in  running  order,  an  engine  to  do  a  duty  of 
one  hundred  and  ten  million  foot-pounds  with  one  hundred 
pounds  of  coal,  for  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  and 
the  old  engine,  was  the  most  favorable  one  and  was  accepted. 
The  engine  will  be  capable  of  pumping  five  million  gallons 
of  water  per  twenty-four  hours,  and  a  saving  of  about  two 
thousand  dollars  per  year  is  to  be  expected  in  coal  alone, 
besides  a  large  reduction  in  the  cost  of  labor  of  attendance. 

September  14th,  the  offer  of  Chapman  Valve  Manufactur- 
ing Company  to  furnish  and  deliver  ten  6-inch  post  hydrants, 
was  accepted.
